robbery will seldom be attempted unless the criminal is armed 
Jn European countries the'cHminals, as a rule, are not armed." 


The associa'tiohJrgached some conclusions (hat will be mys- 


tifying to the average person;, one being that in spite of the 
fact that crimes of violence are more common in the United 
States than in any oilier civilized country, "the morals of this
